accused. He suggested that there was evi- 
dence in the case which would justify a jury 
in finding a verdict of manslaughter. ere 
was evidence from which a jury could reason- 
sbly infer that the occurrence was accidental 
or the result of gross negligence om the. part 
of the accused. 

Mr. Justice Hanna pointed out that there 
gas no evidence of negligence given at the 
trial, The substantial case made by Mr. 
Maguire at the trial was that the rifle went 
of accidentally, and the case that he was 
making now was that it did not go off acci- 
dentally, but that it went off as the result 
of criminal negligence. ' 

Mr. Maguire said that the case that he 
was making was thet there was evidence 
that it might have gone off accidentally, and 
thet, if so, under the circumstances, the 
ocurrence amounted to manslaughter and 
that the issue should have been left to the 
jury. He also pointed out that the clarity 
of the learned Judge’s charge was calculated 
to pi the case for the accused, espe- 
cially with reference to the description given 
of the deceased. : 

Mr. Justice Hanna pointed out that the 
evidence showed that the deceased’s father 
stated that his son was a lieutenant in the 
National Army. 

Mr. Maguire, in conclusion, strongly sub- 
nitted that a question of manslaughter was 
bstantially raised on the evidence, and 
that it should have been -left to the jury. 

- THE DECISION, 

The Court, after a brief consu!tation, 
refused the application íor leave to appeal, 
holding that Mr. Justice Sullivan was per- 
fectly right in refusing to leave the question 
of manslaughter to the jury on the evidence. 

The Chief Justice, delivering judgment, 
without calling on counsel for the Attorney- 
General, having referred to the questions 
raised in the case and the evidence given at 

e trial, said that there was no ground 

hatever for finding fault with or complain- 
ng of the charge of Mr. Justice Sullivan, or
